LEAVE PAY APPLICATIONS 

Veterans are “throwing their 
money away’ if they pay anyone 
a fee for processing an application 
or terminal leave pay, the State 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
states, because the service is avail- 
able to them without cost, 

“We have County Service Com- 
missioners in every county who 
ure ready and willing to help the 
veteran make out his application 
without charge,” said C, C, Hor 
ton, Department Head, “and vet- 
erans’ organizations will do the 
same thing.” 

Horton said, “lt has come to 
our attention that efforts are al- 
ready being made by individuals 
to collect from  ex-service men 
and women for such services.” 

Hach of the 67 county officers 
of the State Department of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs has already been 
alerted in preparation to handle 
the tremendous load of applica- 
tions which is anticipated.. 

Forms Not Yet Available 

The actual forms for the prep- 
aration of application for termi- 
nal leave pay have not yet been 
printed and some thirty days or 
more may elapse before any are 
available, Information coming out 
of Washington indicates that the 
application forms may be secured 
at any post office and in addition 
it is expected that the County Of- 
ficers of the State Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs will also have 
adequate supplies. The War De- 
partment requests that former 
service personnel entitled to ben- 
efit under the bill “take it easy’ 
for a while. They will not be ad- 
versely affected as the maturity 
date of the bonds will be deter- 
mined as of the date of discharge. 

Last-minute information ad- 
vises us that certified or photo- 
static copies of original dischare~ 
es or other official separation pa- 
pers will be accepted. Photostatic 
copies must be of such size as to 
be easily read and clearly legible. 
Certified copies must be made by 
a state or municipal official au- 
thorized by law to make such 
copies, 

Veterans are urged to have 
their original discharge  certifi- 
cates recorded as considerable de- 
lay is always experienced in get- 
ting certificates in lieu of lost or 
destroyed discharges from ‘the 
War Department. However, vet- 
erans who have lost or misplaced 
their original discharge  certifi- 
cates are urged to go immediately 
to the office of the County Ser- 
vice Commissioner and file an ap- 
plication for a certificate in lieu. 
All county offices of the State De- 
partment of Veterans’ Affairs 
have appropriate forms for mak- 
ing this type of application.

Human life is sacred, and that is 
not primarily because of any law 
of man, but because God created 
man in his own likeness and image. 

Since that is true, no man has 
any right to take the life of another 
for any cause except at the direct 
command of God.

Both of these truths are declared 
in Scripture in God's covenant with 
Noah (Gen, 9:5, 6), which was made 
possibly a thousand years before the 
Ten Commandments were given to 
Moses, 

I, The Prohibition of Murder 
(Bxod, 20:13). 

The word “kill” in this command- 
ment is one which means a violent 
and unauthorized taking of life, and 
is therefore more properly translat- 
ed ‘murder.’ 

Not all killing is murder, A man 
may kill another entirely accidental- 
ly, or he may be the duly con- 
stituted legal officer carrying out 
the law of the land In taking the life 
of one who has forfeited his right 
to live because he has slain another. 

There is also the right of self-de- 
fense, be it individual or collective 
as in war. But these are the only 
exceptions; let us not attempt to 
justify any other. 

Murder is more prevalent than 
most of us suppose. In 1944 there 
was a murder every fifty minutes 
in our land, 

Do not forget the deaths, the de- 
struction of life, by avoidable auto- 
mobile accidents, Some of these 
were really murder because the 
one responsible drove with defec- 
tive brakes, dangerous tires, or 
while he was intoxicated. Add to 
these the deaths in industry caused 
by failure to provide proper safe- 
guards or healthy working condi- 
tions, and by the exploitation of 
child labor, and we say that we 
should ery aloud, ‘Thou shalt do no 
murder,” 

IJ. The Provocation to Murder 
(Matt, 5:21, 22). 

Murder finds its provoking cause 
in the heart of man. Our Lord was 
concerned about correcting the de- 
sires rather than to apprehend the 
offender after the act had been 
committed. It is the better way, 
and the more effective one. 

In this matter of murder, Jesus 
cut right through the outward as- 
pects of the matter and pointed out 
that an angry hatred in the heart 
is the root of all murder. If we 
hate, we. have murder in our hearts. 
Circumstances may hinder its ful- 
fillment, but the danger is always 
there until we remove the cause. 

May God help those of us who 
have strong feelings that we may 
not yield them to the devil in such 
anger against our brother! 

Wi. The Prevention of Murder 
(Matt. 5:23, 24; 10:29-31; 18:10-14), 

Prevention with God means more 
than putting up a barrier to try to 
keep men from killing one another. 
He deals with the heart of man, 
and when that is right the whole 
life will be right. There must be 

1. A Right View of Self (Matt. 5: 
23, 24). We must learn by prayer 
and humility of heart to suffer at 
the hands of others, to keep peace, 
to seek our brother’s welfare. 

Note that it is not even a question 
of how we may fee] against our 
brother, If he has aught against us 
we are to do all we can to win him. 

We who believe in Christ are to 
be in deed as well as word the 
children of our heavenly Father 
(Matt. 5:45), loving not only those 
who are kind to us but also our ene- 
mies. 

2, A Right View of God (Matt. 
10:29-31), He who knows when a 
sparrow falls to the ground is con- 
cerned about the smallest detail of 
our lives. No man can lay hands

Oi. we went, and this time 
we were told that we would go to 
her home. Something was said 
about my friend having a_birth- 
day on this Sunday, and she was 
just thrilled to know that she’d 
have him at her home for his 
birthday. She had told her moth- 
er we were coming and her moth- 
er was preparing a dinner for us, 
American style, She insisted that 
we celebrate my friend’s birthday 
at hey home, and we agreed to do 
just that. Never having been there 
or seeing any of the family but 
the girl, we didn’t know how they 
were going to take us.

Arriving at her home, we were 
admitted by her 11-year-old sis- 
ter who, just before we stepped 
into the house, asked us very 
kindly to take off our shoes, That 
is another custom in Japan that 
everyone keeps, so we did and 
walked in our stocking feet for 
the little stay there. It was inter- 
esting to note that you don’t sit 
in chairs.

We were then served a cup of 
tea which was delicious, as far as 
tea goes.

After the meal was finished we 
sat around the house for the rest 
of the afternoon, talking about 
one thing and another, just as 
any conversation would go back in 
the States, 

At last cur objective was in 
sight. Our strange, fascinating 
thought was finally to become a 
reality. ‘The thought that had 
remained topmost in both of our 
minds, That . which guided us 
through our trying experiences in 
finding out all we could about 
Japan. It was getting pretty 
dark outside, so the little girl lit 
some candles, incidentally her 
nume was Magdalen, her Ameri- 
can name—I never did get her 
Japanese name. We were. handed 
a Mother’s Day card, ‘True, such 
a ecard is not really a gift, but ac- 
sompanied by the spirit of Moth- 
er’s Day, which Magdalen must 
have felt in her heart, that card 
was one of the most prized gifts 
I have ever received. The eleyen- 
year-old girl did more good for 
me than a hundred church ser- 
mons. She put the spirit of Moth- 
er’s Day and what it meant into 
my soul—the thing she did was 
to make this Mother’s Day actu- 
ally seem like Mother’s Day for 
me, It was as if I were at home 
for a short time. 

Some of the candles were then 
put out. Magdalen sang several 
Christimas carols, but the most 
touching thing of my life was 
when she sang “Silent Night.” 
Years came into my eyes. That 
little girl went right through me 
into the very depths of my heart, 
and from the look on Kane’s face, 
she had the same effect on him. 

We were about to leave, talk- 
ing to the mother as fast as | 
could and not noticing what had 
happened to Kane, 1. saw him 
standing at the window with the 
older daughter, talking to her 
about something, I don’t know 
what they were saying, but I 
heard her say to him, “I like you 
very much.” That drew my atten- 
tion for a moment, but [| didn’t 
let them know I was listening. I 
heard Kane say to her, “How 
much?” and she looked up at him 
with a smile that would take the 
breath out of any man, and she 
seemed to be stumped for a mo- 
ment. In her meager little vocab- 
ulary she couldn’t find the words 
to express herself.

As we ar- 
rived at the station, they were 
the first two persons we could 
see. They had been there for an 
hour waiting for the truck to say 
goodbye to us, We had about 15 
minutes to spare before boarding 
the train. They asked where we 
were going and if we thought we 
would be back soon.

The peanut worm is no stranger 
to Coffee County farmers, This 
pest has been found in most all 
communities in the southern part 
of the county. Since the worm 
population will vary frem field to 
field and neighborhood to neigh- 
borhood, Russell Speed, County 
Agent, advises each farmer to ob- 
serve his fields closely for the fly 
and worm. 

Although very few worms are 
present, farmers should locate the 
poison and make arrangements for 
dusting machines if they do not 
own one themselves. 

The Wiregrass Substation re- 
ports an increase in yield of from 
200 pounds to 1,000 pounds of 
peanuts on dusted plots over un- 
dusted plots. See or write your 
county agent for information on 
poison, dates, and control of the 
peanut worm.

QUESTION WILL BE HELD 
TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 17 


Citizens, of Coffee County will 
vo to the polls on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 17, to decide whether the 
county will remain dry or become 
wet under the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control system, The date of the 
election is designated in the offi- 
cial notice being given in The 
Clipper by Probate Judge John W, 
Brock. 

Judge Brock checked names on 
the petition filed with him several 
days ago and found more than the 
required number to authorize the 
clection, According to news dis- 
patches appearing in papers last 
week, Coffee will be the eleventh 
county in Alabama to vote on the 
question this year, Only three dry 
counties have veted for the legal 
sale of liquor, 

Cotfee, over a long period of 
years, has always voted to remain

NAILS COMING FOR PEANUTS 

Union Springs, Ala., Aog. 19— 
Fifteen carloads of 10 and 20 pen- 
Hy nails, 25 tons to the car, have 
been allocated for immediate ship- 
ment to the peanut sector of Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida, Con- 
eressman George Andrews said he 
had been informed by Washing- 
ton authorities today. 

Congressman Andrews said 
nails would be provided exclusive- 
ly for use in the peanut harvest- 
ine and that the emergency ship- 
ments into South Alabama should 
be received by the middle of the 
week of August 18. A request has 
also been presented to authorities 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Civilian Produemtion 
Administration in Washington for 
emergency allotments of bale ties, 
according to Congressman An- 
drews, who said he had been 
working with his colleagues, Con- 
eressman George Grant of the 
Second Alabama District, and 
Congressman Steve Pace of Geer- 
gia, in a move to help farmers to 
harvest their peanuts Congress- 
man Andrews said the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Clinton Anderson, 
and Civilian Production Chief 
John D Small, had notified him 
that two carloads of nails were to 
go promptly to a Dothan jobber 
and three to a jobber at Troy for 
distribution to merchants to sell 
to farmers. The Department of 
Agriculture in Washington has 
expressed the belief that these 
emergeney allocations of nails will 
make possible a full and orderly 
harvesting of peanuts in the Ala- 
bama-Georgia-Florida area,
